To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  Health  Committee 
Mr.  Chairman,  Alderman  Musgrave  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  my  report  on  the  health  and 
sanitary  circumstances  of  the  Borough  during  1959. 

The  summer  was  one  of  the  driest  and  sunniest  of  recent 
years,  and  this  seemed  to  have  a  beneficial  effect  on  the  general 
health,  and  certainly  was  a  psychological  tonic  to  most  poeple. 

There  was  an  increase  of  nearly  500  in  the  population  of  the 
Borough  during  the  year,  200  being  the  natural  increase  and  300 
coming  to  live  in  the  Borough  from  outside,  many  of  them  in  the 
Woodhall  Park  and  Thornbury  areas.  Even  though  there  was  a 
marked  fall  from  last  year’s  exceptionally  high  birth  rate  the  figure 
was  above  the  average  for  the  country.  This  was  accompanied  by 
a  very  low  infantile  mortality  rate  and  the  two  facts  together  gave 
cause  for  satisfaction.  Although  the  death  rate  was  lower  than 
last  year,  it  was  still  above  the  national  figure.  One  of  the  most 
disturbing  features  disclosed  by  a  study  of  the  causes  of  individual 
deaths  is  the  fact  that  no  fewer  than  seventeen  men  died  of  cancer 
of*  the  lung,  most  of  them  well  before  reaching  the  normally  accep¬ 
ted  retiring  age.  This  represented  one  in  every  eleven  male  deaths. 
In  addition  nineteen  men  died  of  bronchitis  and  other  chronic  lung 
conditions.  Two  facts  are  known  about  these  respiratory  disorders 
— they  are  far  more  common  in  heavy  cigarette  smokers  than  in 
non-smokers  and  they  occur  far  more  frequently  among  those 
living  in  industrial  towns  than  in  small  urban  and  rural  areas.  It  is 
almost  certain  that  the  factor  responsible  for  this  distribution  is- 
atmospheric  pollution.  So  far  as  tobacco  smoking  is  concerned,  this 
is  entirely  a  matter  for  the  individual,  and  all  that  the  public  health 
service  can  do  is  to  draw  attention  to  the  risks  associated  with 
heavy  cigarette  smoking;  but  smoking  chimneys,  although 
requiring  individual  action,  are  the  responsibility  of  the  commu¬ 
nity  as  a  whole.  Already  industrial  smoke  is  being  controlled  under 
the  Clean  Air  Act,  and  a  Byelaw  has  been  adopted  requiring  all 
new  houses  which  are  being  built  to  have  stoves  capable  of  burning 
smokeless  fuels,  while  a  survey  has  started  of  properties  to  be 
included  in  the  first  smoke  control  area,  but  people  just  do  not 
realise  the  menace  of  atmospheric  pollution.  The  installation  of 
equipment  which  can  measure  the  day  to  day  smoke  and  sulphur 
content  of  the  air  is  an  urgent  matter  so  that  we  can  ascertain 
the  black  spots  in  the  district,  and  the  exhibition  of  the  smoke 
filters  would  do  more  than  anything  else  to  demonstrate  the  amount 
of  filth  in  the  atmosphere  we  breathe. 
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Steady  progress  has  been  made  during  the  year  with  slum 
clearance,  and  rehousing.  An  increasing  problem  in  this  field  is 
the  dumber  of  elderly  people  seeking  housing  in  ground  floor 
accommodation  because  of  infirmity.  Already  the  waiting  list  for 
this  is  over  a  hundred,  but  only  a  very  limited  number  of  such 
dwellings  can  be  provided,  and  it  is  difficult  to  know  what  the 
solution  can  be. 

Paralytic  poliomyelitis  is  not  a  very  common  disease  although 
it  has  had  much  publicity.  This  has  arisen  because  of  the  very 
severe  disability  which  remains  in  many  cases  recovering  from  the 
acute  stage  of  the  illness.  Since  the  disease  is  more  common  in 
children,  many  years  of  disability  may  have  to  be  faced.  Adult  cases 
are  often  more  severe  than  infant  cases.  The  development  of 
vaccines  giving  a  large  measure  of  protection  against  paralytic 
poliomyelitis  has  been  very  successful,  and  these  are  now  available 
to  all  under  40  years  of  age.  While  there  was  an  excellent  response 
to  the  protection  of  children,  few  teenagers  and  adults  have  applied 
for  vaccination.  This  is  very  disappointing  to  those  who  realise  the 
value  of  these  simple  inoculations,  and  I  hope  next  year  to  be  able 
to  report  a  greatly  increased  response. 

Mr.  Foster,  your  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector,  has  given  a 
full  report  on  the  work  of  environmental  health  services,  and  1 
have  added  an  appendix  setting  out  what  has  been  done  by  the 
personal  health  services  of  the  West  Riding  County  Council.  These, 
together  with  the  amenities  provided  by  other  departments  of  the 
Corporation,  and,  not  least,  the  constant  efforts  of  my  medical 
colleagues  in  general  practice,  have  paved  the  way  for  the  very 
favourable  results  set  out  in  the  early  sections  of  the  report — the 
fall  in  the  number  of  deaths,  especially  in  infancy  and  young  adult 
life,  the  low  incidence  of  serious  infectious  diseases,  and  the 
generally  improved  physical  health  of  the  residents  of  the  Borough. 

Before  closing  this  introductory  letter,  I  must  express  my 
very  sincere  thanks  to  all  members  of  the  Health  Department  for 
their  co-operation  during  the  year,  and  especially  to  Mr.  Foster, 
who  has  been  so  very  helpful  to  me  at  all  times.  I  would  also  like 
to  thank  Mr.  Hill  for  the  information  on  the  water  supplies  and 
sewage  disposal  given  in  the  report,  and  the  other  officers  of  the 
Council  who  have  helped  me  from  time  to  time  throughout  the 
year. 


In  conclusion  I  would  like  to  say  how  much  I  have  apprecia¬ 
ted  the  interest,  advice,  and  the  forbearance  of  all  the  members 
of  the  Committee  during  1959.

VITAL  STATISTICS 


During  the  year  563  live  births  (291  boys  and  272  girls) 
were  assigned  to  mothers  normally  resident  in  the  Borough, 
compared  with  598  in  1958.  This  gives  a  live  birth  rate  of  17.1 
per  thousand  of  the  population.  For  comparison  with  other  parts 
of  the  country  the  birth  rate  is  adjusted  by  a  factor  which  allows 
for  the  proportion  of  women  of  child  bearing  age  resident  in  the 
district.  The  comparative  rate  becomes  17.2  per  thousand,  which 
despite  the  fall  in  the  number  of  births  since  last  year  is  still  well 
above  the  average  for  England  and  Wales  which  is  16.5.  Twenty 
of  these  births  (12  boys  and  8  girls)  were  illegitimate  giving  an 
illegitimate  birth  rate  of  3.55  per  cent. 

In  addition  there  were  8  stillbirths,  all  of  which  were 
legitimate,  giving  a  stillbirth  rate  of  14  per  thousand  total  births, 
which  compares  very  favourably  with  the  national  rate  of  20.7. 

7  infants  (5  boys  and  2  girls)  died  before  reaching  their  first 
birthday,  giving  an  infantile  mortality  rate  of  12.4  per  thousand 
live  births,  which  is  only  just  over  half  the  infantile  mortality  rate 
for  the  West  Riding,  and  well  below  the  rate  of  22.0  for  England 
and  Wales.  6  of  these  children  died  of  conditions  present  from 
birth,  which  were,  in  the  present  state  of  medical  knowledge, 
unavoidable. 

In  all  371  residents  (189  males  and  182  females)  died  during 
the  year,  compared  with  396  in  1958,  giving  a  death  rate  of  11.3  per 
thousand  of  the  population.  For  comparison  with  the  rates  of  other 
areas  this  has  to  be  adjusted  to  allow  for  the  sex  and  age  composi¬ 
tion  of  the  community,  and  the  corrected  death  rate  rises  to  12.3 
per  thousand  which  is  above  the  rate  for  the  country  as  a  whole 
of  11.6. 

I  have  included  a  table  showing  the  cause  of  death  at  various 
ages  in  each  sex  from  which  it  will  be  seen  that  the  major  cause 
of  death  in  each  sex  was  heart  disease,  which  was  responsible 
for  the  deaths  of  62  men  and  73  women.  It  is  notable,  however, 
that  while  25  men  died  of  this  cause  before  reaching  65  years  of 
age,  and  only  13  after  reaching  75,  the  situation  was  reversed  in 
the  case  of  the  women,  only  8  dying  before  their  sixty-fifth  birthday 
while  no  fewer  than  50  died  at  ages  over  75.  The  second  cause  of 
death  in  order  of  frequency  for  men  was  cancer,  with  almost  half 
of  the  36  deaths  due  to  this  cause  having  cancer  of  the  lung.  No 
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fewer  than  12  of  these  lung-  cancer  deaths  occurred  at  ages  under 
65  years.  In  women  second  place  was  taken  by  diseases  of  the 
cerebral  blood  vessels  (stroke  and  clot  on  the  brain)  which  caused' 
28  deaths.  Fourteen  deaths  (7  men  and  7  women)  were  due  to 
influenza  which  was  prevalent  during  the  early  months  of  the 
year  while  other  respiratory  diseases  were  responsible  for  the 
deaths  of  26  men  and  19  women. 

Once  again  there  were  no  deaths  from  notifiable  infectious 
diseases  other  than  tuberculosis,  nor  were  there  any  maternal 
deaths  associated  with  pregnancy  and  childbirth. 

The  average  age  at  death  of  males  was  64J  years  and  of 
females  71  years.  This  comparative  longevity  of  women  is  in  accord 
with  a  trend  which  has  been  noted  for  many  years,  but  the  gap 
between  the  age  at  death  of  the  sexes  has  widened  considerably 
this  year.

Maternity  services  are  available  at  the  general  practitioner 
maternity  unit  at  Four  Gables,  Clarence  Road,  Horsforth,  and  for 
special  or  complicated  cases  at  the  Leeds  Maternity  Hospital,  or  St. 
Luke’s  Hospital,  Bradford.  Flying  squad  services  are  available 
from  Leeds  Maternity  Hospital. 

Infectious  diseases  requiring  hospital  treatment  are  admitted 
mainly  to  Leeds  Road  Hospital,  Bradford.  A  few  cases  are  admitted 
to  Seacroft  Hospital,  Leeds.

No  action  was  necessary  during  the  year  under  this  section, 
which  together  with  the  National  Assistance  (Amendment)  Act, 
1957,  provides  for  application  to  the  courts  for  the  removal  of  per¬ 
sons  suffering  from  grave  chronic  illness,  or  being  aged,  infirm  or 
physically  handicapped  and  living  in  insanitary  conditions,  and  who 
are  not  able  to  devote  to  themselves,  or  receiving  from  other 
persons  proper  care  and  attention,  to  a  hospital  or  other  suitable 
accommodation. 
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SECTION  III 


PREVALENCE  OF,  AND  CONTROL  OVER 
INFECTIOUS  DISEASES 

The  incidence  of  notifiable  infectious  diseases  is  more  than 
ten  times  that  in  1958.  Such  a  statement  taken  on  the  face  of  it  is 
cause  for  alarm,  but  in  fact  we  have  had  one  of  the  biennial  out¬ 
breaks  of  measles,  and  five  out  of  every  six  notifications  were  of 
this  disease.  In  all  there  were  599  confirmed  cases  of  infectious 
disease  notified  compared  with  57  in  1958,  and  667  in  1957  when 
the  last  measles  outbreak  occurred. 

Measles 

An  outbreak  of  measles  started  in  February  and  continued 
to  the  end  of  May  when  it  died  out  abruptly,  and  during  the  second 
half  of  the  year  only  five  cases  were  notified.  In  all  there  were 
487  cases  of  the  disease  brought  to  our  notice. 

Whoop'ng  Cough 

Towards  the  end  of  1958  a  small  outbreak  of  whooping 
cough  began  in  children  attending  infant  schools  and  this  continued 
into  January.  Thereafter  there  were  only  sporadic  cases  mostly  of 
a  mild  nature.  35  cases  were  notified  during  the  year.  The  scheme 
for  the  protection  of  children  against  this  disease  has  been  con¬ 
tinued  throughout  the  year,  and  the  response  has  been  very  satis¬ 
factory.  The  details  are  given  in  the  section  on  vaccination  and 
immunisation  in  the  Appendix  to  this  report.  There  is  no  doubt  that 
this  has  contributed  to  the  low  incidence  of  the  disease  during  the 
year. 

Scarlet  Fever 

33  cases  of  this  disease  were  reported  during  the  year,  com¬ 
pared  with  18  during  1958.  In  few  cases  was  there  any  evidence  of 
direct  cas§  to  case  infection.  It  is  likely  that  the  prompt  admini¬ 
stration  of  “sulpha”  drugs  and  antibiotics  helped  to  limit  the 
number  of  cases  by  cutting  down  the  period  of  infectivjty. 

Diphtheria 

Once  again  the  Borough  was  free  from  this  disease,  which 
has  not  been  notified  since  1947.  The  high  proportion  of  children 
who  have  been  protected  in  infancy  against  this  disease  has  most 
certainly  contributed  the  major  factor  in  its  control.  During  the 
year  347  children  in  Pudsey  were  fully  protected  before  reaching 
their  first  birthday  representing  about  60%  of  the  children  in  this 
age  group.  It  is  important  that  this  response  should  not  be  allowed 
to  fall  if  we  are  to  continue  free  from  diphtheria. 
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Poliomyelitis 

Although  one  suspected  case  of  this  disease  was  notified  the 
diagnosis  was  not  confirmed  after  investigation  in  hospital.  The 
scheme  for  the  protection  of  children  against  the  paralytic  form 
of  the  disease  was  extended  during  the  year  to  include  young 
persons  up  to  25  years  of  age  and  certain  groups  at  special  risk. 
Although  the  response  in  children  was  excellent  that  from  the 
older  group  has  been  disappointing.  The  scheme  is  now  being  exten¬ 
ded  to  all  under  40  years  and  it  will  be  interesting  to  see  whether 
parents  will  be  as  anxious  for  their  own  protection  as  for  that  of 
their  children. 

Dysentery 

There  has  been  a  sharp  increase  in  the  occurrence  of  this 
disease  as  compared  with  last  year,  31  cases  being  notified  against 
5  in  1958.  Many  mild  cases  undoubtedly  occur,  but  are  never 
reported  and  only  come  to  light  when  the  more  severe  cases  are 
being  investigated.  This  disease  is  commonest  in  the  winter  months 
and  is  spread  by  failure  of  personal  hygiene — not  always  on  the 
part  of  the  victim.  In  this  enlightened  age,  with  adequate  facilities 
for  washing  before  handling  food,  and  after  visits  to  the  toilet,  it 
is  surprising  that  alimentary  infections  of  this  type  are  so  wide¬ 
spread,  indeed  dysentery  is  rapidly  becoming  one  of  the  most 
prevalent  of  all  infectious  diseases. 

Tuberculosis 

14  cases/  of  respiratory  tuberculosis  and  2  cases  of  this 
disease  in  other  parts  of  the  body  were  notified  during  the  year. 
In  addition  I  was  informed  of  7  respiratory  and  1  non-respiratory 
cases  which  had  been  notified  elsewhere  and  were  now  resident 
in  the  Borough. 

There  was  one  death  from  the  respiratory  form  and  two  from 
the  non-respiratory  form  during  the  year. 

New  cases  of  tuberculosis  were  referred  to  the  Chest 
Physician  at  Bradford,  and  their  contacts  were  actively  followed 
up  to  ensure  that  they  had  not  become  infected.  Several  child 
contacts  were  protected  against  the  disease  by  B.C.G.  vaccination, 
and  this  was  also  offered  to  all  school  leavers  to  increase  their 
resistance  to  infection  in  adolesence  and  early  adult  life.

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SECTION  IV 


SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA 
HOUSING 

There  were  at  the  end  of  the  year  approximately  12,200 
separate  dwellings  in  the  Borough  of  which  2,583  were  owned  by 
the  Corporation.  The  Corporation  have  been  active  in  the  provision 
of  housing  accommodation  since  the  war,  having  built  1,563  dwel¬ 
lings  since  1945.  Good  progress  has  also  been  made  in  dealing  with 
slum  clearance,  135  unfit  houses  having  been  demolished  and  19 
closed  during  1959.  In  the  same  period  55  houses  were  the  subject 
of  representations  in  clearance  areas  and  34  individual  houses  were 
also  represented  as  unfit. 

WATER  SUPPLIES 

The  water  supply  for  the  Borough  is  obtained  from  the  City 
of  Bradford  Waterworks  Department,  two  separate  supplies  being 
provided,  one  to  Calverley  and  the  other  to  Pudsey  proper. 

The  water  going  to  Calverley  is  from  the  low  level  works — 
Barden  Aqueduct — from  which  it  is  passed  to  the  Gilstead  slow 
sand  filters  thence  via  a  branch  taken  off  the  trunk  main  to 
Heaton  Service  reservoir  at  Shipley. 

The  Pudsey  supply  proper  is  taken  from  the  intermediate 
level  waterworks — Angram  and  Scarr  House  impounding  resrvoirs 
on  the  River  Nidd.  From  these  it  is  taken  to  Chellow  Pleights  where 
it  is  passed  through  rapid  gravity  and  slow  sand  filters  and  thence 
to  Pudsey.  Both  supplies  are  chlorinated  at  the  filtration  works. 

Despite  the  drought  in  the  late  summer  the  public  water 
supply  for  the  area  has  been  satisfactory  both  in  quantity  and 
Quality. 

Domestic  Supply 

12,187  dwellings  are  supplied  direct  from  the  Town’s  mains. 
There  is  one  property  on  the  outskirts  not  yet  on  the  public  supply.

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SEWAGE  DISPOSAL 

The  Sewage  is  dealt  with  in  four  portions : — 

(a)  Houghside  Sewage  Works  consists  cf  automatic  and  hand 
raked  screens  with  disintegration  of  screenings,  a  Dori 
Detritor,  rectangular  storm  and  sedimentation  tanks,  cir¬ 
cular  filters  and  humus  tanks.  The  process  of  Recircula¬ 
tion  of  Filter  Effluent  is  employed.  Twin-stage  centri¬ 
fugal  pumps  return  humus  sludge  to  the  works  inlet  and 
sedimentation  tank  sludge  is  disposed  of  on  drying  beds. 

(b)  Smalewell  Sewage  Works  consists  of  precipitation,  storm 
and  humus  tanks,  with  filtration  by  percolating  and  land 
filters.  Aluminoferric  is  used  as  a  precipitant  and  sludge 
is  disposed  of  on  drying  beds,  aluminium  chlorohydrate 
being  used  as  an  aid  to  de-watering.  The  first  stage  of  the 
scheme  of  reconstruction  of  the  works  has  been  completed. 

This  consisted  of  the  construction  of  sewer  sludge  drying  beds  and 
a  sludge  pump  house.  Work  on  the  second  stage  of  the  scheme, 
which  includes  the  construction  of  a  Surface  Aereation  Activated 
Sludge  Plant,  primary  and  final  settling  tanks  is  to  commence 
shortly. 

(c)  Sewage  from  Farsley  and 

(d)  Calverley  is  treated  at  the  Rodley  works  of  the  Leeds  Cor¬ 
poration.

Composition  of  Sewage 

The  sewage  received  at  Houghside  Works  is  mainly  domestic 
in  origin,  but  contains  approximately  30%  of  trade  waste.  The 
sewage  received  at  Smalewell  Works  is  now  virtually  entirely 
domestic. 

Strength  of  Sewage 

The  dry  weather  sewage  at  Houghside  Works  absorbs  more 
than  12  parts  per  100,000  of  oxygen  from  acid  KMn04  in  4 
hours  at  80°F  and  is,  therefore,  classed  as  strong.  The  dry  weather 
sewage  at  Smalewell  Works  is  classed  as  average  to  strong. 
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Character  of  Sewage 

The  sewage  at  Houghside  Works  is  very  difficult  from  a 
treatment  point  of  view  in  so  far  as  it  is  highly  colloidal.  In  the 
absence  of  chemical  precipitation  this  necessitates  either  final  treat¬ 
ment  by  straight  filtration  at  very  low  dosage  rates  or  the  use  of 
one  of  the  high  rate  filtration  processes.  The  process  of  Recircula¬ 
tion  of  Filter  Effluent  is  proving  successful.  The  trade  wastes 
which  give  rise  to  this  feature  are  discharges  from  woollen  mills 
and  tanneries.  The  sewage  at  Smalewell  Works  responds  readily 
to  treatment  at  normal  rates  of  dosage.

Mr.  Chairman,  Lady  and  Gentlemen. 

I  have  pleasure  in  presenting  the  twentieth  Annual  Report 
on  the  work  of  my  department. 

During  the  year  it  has  been  possible,  as  a  result  of  a  full  staff 
complement,  to  adequately  carry  out  and  augment  the  work  of  the 
department.  As  can  be  seen  from  the  information  which  follows, 
much  additional  work  has  been  tackled  and  I  am  satisfied  that  the 
overall  results  are  most  satisfactory. 

Mr.  Lawrence  N.  Dean,  Assistant  to  the  Public  Health 
Inspectors  obtained  the  statutory  qualification  as  a  Public  Health 
Inspector  in  May  and  was  immediately  appointed  to  the  position  of 
Additional  Public  Health  Inspector. 

Mr.  Raymond  Burfield,  Additional  Public  Health  Inspector, 
obtained  the  Smoke  Inspectors  Certificate  of  the  Royal  Society  of 
Health. 

Both  these  officers  gave  good  service  but  unfortunately  both 
resigned  towards  the  end  of  the  year.  Mr.  Dean  took  up  an  appoint¬ 
ment  with  the  Bradford  Corporation  and  Mr.  Burfield  with  the 
Dewsbury  Corporation.  Difficulties  in  replacing  them  can  be  fore¬ 
seen  as  there  is  an  acute  shortage  of  qualified  technical  staff  at  the 
present  time. 

It  would  appear  that  the  Local  Government  Service  is  not 
able  to  attract  young  people  in  the  same  manner  as  it  did  some 
twenty  years  ago.  The  main  reasons  would  appear  to  be  that 
industry  has  caught  up  with  and  even  overtaken  the  service  con¬ 
ditions  which  apply  in  Local  Government  and  furthermore  many  of 
the  younger  people  who  were  formerly  attracted  to  Local  Govern¬ 
ment,  and  who  were  suitably  qualified  for  entrance  into  the  service, 
are  young  people  who  have  obtained  several  subjects  in  the  General 
Certificate  of  Education,  and  who  are  now  going  forward  to 
Universities  where  there  are  many  more  vacancies.  So  far  as  the 
profession  of  Public  Health  Inspector  is  concerned  the  prospect  of 
a  five  years  Course  of  Study  does  not  appear  to  attract  the  young 
school  leavers.  Furthermore,  it  would  appear  that  industrial  areas 
are  being  badly  hit  inasmuch  as  the  salary  scales  approved  by  the 
National  Joint  Councils  for  Local  Authority  staffs  are  National 
Scales  which  apply  throughout  the  country  and  it  is  obvious  that 
the  applicant  for  a  post  is  more  attracted  to  a  position  outside  the 
industrial  belts.  I  think  some  great  consideration  will  have  to  be 
given  to  the  whole  problem  of  recruitment  and  training  and  the 
provision  of  national  realistic  salary  scales  before  the  position  can 
be_  materially  improved. 

I  would  like  to  thank  you  for  allowing  me  to  attend  the 
Annual  Conference  of  the  Public  Health  Inspectors’  Association 
which  was  held  at  Margate  from  15th  September  to  18th  Septem- 
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ber  (inclusive).  It  was  a  most  useful  and  refreshing  experience, 
the  papers  given  being  excellent  in  character  but  I  obtained  most 
value  from  my  attendance  by  hearing  the  discussions  and  by 
informal  conversations  with  fellow  officers  in  other  authorities. 

I  would  like  to  take  the  opportunity  of  thanking  my  staff 
for  a  good  year’s  work  and  for  their  loyalty  and  devotion  to  the 
cause  of  public  health. 

I  would  also  like  to  thank  Dr.  A.  Telford  Burn,  the  Divisional 
Medical  Officer,  for  his  co-operation  and  great  friendliness  and  to 
all  my  colleagues  for  their  courtesy  and  co-operation. 

PUBLIC  HEALTH  DUTIES 

A  total  of  465  complaints  were  received  by  the  department 
during  the  year  and  every  complaint  was  investigated  by  the  Public 
Health  Inspectors,  These  complaints  varied  greatly  in  type  from 
choked  drains  to  general  housing  defects.  It  was  significant  that 
the  increase  in  complaints  of  inadequate  water  supply  continued 
and  it  can  be  assumed  that  many  service  pipes  throughout  the 
district  require  renewal  or  will  require  renewal  in  the  next  few 
years.  Many  of  the  said  service  pipes  have  been  in  continuous 
use  for  periods  up  to  fifty  years  and  are  now  in  such  a  condition 
as  to  prevent  an  adequate  supply  of  water  reaching  the  consumer 
from  the  public  mains.  It  can  also  be  noted  that  complaints  regard¬ 
ing  noise  are  on  the  increase.  Unfortunately  the  powers  of  local 
authorities  in  regard  to  noise  nuisance  are  strictly  limited  but  I  am 
glad  to  note  that  there  is  much  more  public  interest  in  this  ever 
increasing  problem  and,  in  fact,  I  believe  a  Private  Member’s  Bill 
is  being  put  before  the  House  of  Commons  in  the  near  future.  If  I 
may  reiterate  what  I  said  in  my  report  of  1957,  there  is  little  doubt 
that  the  effect  of  certain  kinds  of  noise  can  have  a  very  serious 
effect  on  the  health  of  the  individual,  and  where  such  noise  is 
present  in  a  residential  area  it  can  undoubtedly  become  a  public 
health  problem.  The  noise  I  have  in  mind  is  of  the  intermittent  type, 
which  affords  very  little  rest  to  the  hearer. 

Difficulties  were  experienced,  as  in  previous  years,  with 
dealing  with  the  many  problems  associated  with  the  keeping  of 
affimals.  The  general  Public  Health  Law  does  not  appear  to  give 
sufficient  power  to  Local  Authorities  to  deal  with  this  problem  in 
an  adequate  manner.  Pudsey  is  a  district  where  there  are  many 
pig  keepers  operating  in  a  small  way  and  also  where  many  people 
keep  the  back-yard  fowl  and  I  have  expressed  my  concern  in 
previous  reports  at  the  manner  in  which  many  of  these  animals  are 
kept  with  unsatisfactory  housing,  inadequate  drainage,  lack  of 
water  supply  and  lack  of  suitable  manure  storage  facilities.  The 
Borough  Council  dee  ded  to  seek  further  powers  by  the  use  of  bye¬ 
laws,  and  draft  byelaws  were  submitted  to  the  Ministry  of  Housing 
and  Local  Government  during  the  year  for  approval.  The  imple¬ 
mentation  of  such  byelaws  would  enable  your  Inspectors  to  tackle 
this  job  much  more  satisfactorily  than  hitherto. 
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Several  problems  regarding  drainage  of  premises  had  to  be 
dealt  with  during  the  year  and  I  would  mention  in  particular  the 
provision  of  adequate  drainage  to  Alder  House,  Waterloo  Road, 
and  Hillfoot  Farm,  Galloway  Lane.  Action  was  taken  to  connect 
both  these  blocks  of  premises  to  the  public  sewer. 

HOUSING  ACT  DUTIES 

Steps  were  taken  to  implement  the  final  year’s  programme 
in  the  first  five  years  phase  of  the  Council’s  fifteen  year  programme. 
Dwelling  houses  in  seven  proposed  Clearance  Areas  totalling  a 
number  of  55  dwelling  houses  were  represented  by  the  Borough 
Council  to  the  Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local  Government  as  being 
unfit  properties.  A  further  area  comprising  67  dwelling  houses 
together  with  business  premises  was  reported  in  August,  1959  to 
the  Borough  Council,  who  decided  to  seek  powers  for  the  clearance 
of  this  area  and  the  redevelopment  of  the  site.  During  the  year  the 
Minister  of  Housing  and  Local  Government  confirmed  Clearance 
Orders  made  on  47  dwelling  houses  in  the  Borough  and  action  was 
taken  to  secure  the  re-housing  of  the  tenants  and  the  clearance  of 
the  respective  areas.  The  problem  of  site  clearance  is  one  which 
continued  to  give  the  Borough  Council  much  difficulty.  Owners 
give  the  work  of  demolition  and  site  clearance  of  properties 
to  Demolition  Contractors,  obviously  in  good  faith,  but,  unfortuna¬ 
tely,  many  of  the  Contractors  so  employed  remove  from  the  proper¬ 
ties  valuable  materials  and  then  leave  a  heap  of  rubble  without 
making  any  attempt  to  properly  clear  and  tidy  the  site.  This 
difficulty  is  not  confined  to  Pudsey,  it  is  a  problem  of  nation-wide 
magnitude  and  it  would  appear  that  some  tightening  up  of  the 
legislation  dealing  with  Clearance  Areas  is  required.  The  local 
authority  should  be  given  adequate  powers  to  secure  the  complete 
clearance  of  sites  and  the  general  tidying  up  and  ashing  over  of 
such  sites. 

The  Borough  Council  decided  to  make  an  interesting  experi¬ 
ment  by  completely  reconditioning  six  dwelling  houses  in  Poplar 
Square,  Farsley.  These  properties  were  purchased  from  the  owners 
at  a  nominal  figure  and  they  were  completely  repaired,  provided 
with  inside  waterclosets,  baths,  immersion  heaters,  cookers,  etc. 
The  boundary  walls  were  replaced  by  dry  stone  walls,  crazy  paving 
paths  were  laid  and  the  gardens  were  brought  under  cultivation. 
The  work  was  in  the  process  of  completion  towards  the  end  of  the 
year  and  it  is  the  Council’s  intention  to  use  this  accommodation 
for  aged  people.  There  is  little  doubt  that  this  type  of  property 
is  greatly  in  demand  in  the  district,  being  centrally  positioned  on  a 
level  site  with  facilities  such  as  shops,  cinema  etc.,  in  would  appear 
to  meet  the  demands  of  older  people  much  more  than  the  provision 
of  flats  on  Corporation  estates. 

The  provisions  of  the  Rent  Act,  1957,  so  far  as  they  apply 
to  local  authorities  was  little  used  by  the  general  public  during  the 
year.  Applications  for  Certificates  of  Disrepair  were  very  few  and 
it  would  seem  that  this  Act  is  not  being  fully  used  by  the  general 
public,  both  owners  and  tenants. 
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The  House  Purchase  and  Housing  Act,  1959,  came  into 
operation  during  the  year  which  enables  local  authorities  to  make 
standard  grants  for  the  improvement  of  amenities  to  dwelling 
houses  having  a  reasonable  life.  I  made  a  full  report  to  the  Health 
and  House  Tenancy  Committee  on  this  Act  because  I  believe  it  will 
have  far  reaching  effects  in  regard  to  the  general  policy  of  the 
department  towards  unfit  dwelling  houses.  I  recommend  that  the 
scheme  and  organisation  foi  the  issue  of  these  grants  should  be 
under  the  control  of  my  department  as  I  believe  it  is  essentially 
tied  up  with  the  repair  and  reconditioning  of  unfit  houses. 

Finally,  I  would  like  to  pay  a  special  tribute  to  the  Housing 
Manager  and  his  staff  for  the  manner  in  which  they  have  afforded 
co-operation,  particularly  in  regard  to  re-housing  of  tenants  from 
Clearance  Areas.  Without  a  full  understandinp-  of  each  other’s 
problems  I  am  quite  sure  there  would  have  been  far  more  difficul¬ 
ties  in  this  procedure,  procedure"  which  has  always  been  smooth. 

MEAT  AND  FOOD  INSPECTION 

Under  the  terms  of  the  Slaughterhouses  Act,  1958  and  the 
Slaughter  of  Animals  Act,  1958,  local  authorities  were  required 
to  review  the  existing  and  probably  future  requirements  of  the 
district  for  slaughterhouse  facilities.  The  Committee  considered 
this  matter  in  some  detail  and  decided  that  the  existing  facilities 
appeared  to  be  adequate  for  the  purpose,  although  towards  the  end 
of  the  year  further  interests  and  organisations  were  consulted  on 
this  matter  before  a  final  decision  was  arrived  at.  It  would  appear 
that  the  major  portion  of  the  meat  sold  in  the  Borough  is  purchased 
from  wholesale  butchers  in  Leeds  and  Bradford.  I  am  still  of 
opinion,  as  stated  in  previous  Annual  Reports,  that  the  ultimate 
aim  of  this  authority  should  be  the  provision  of  a  modern  abattoir, 
one  which  may  be  used  in  conjunction  with  adjoining  local  authori¬ 
ties.  As  can  be  seen  from  the  figures  included  in  this  report  a  large 
amount  of  food  was  examined  by  the  District  Public  Health 
Inspectors  and  condemnation  notes  were  given  where  food  was 
destroyed  by  the  Department. 

In  conjunction  with  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health  particular 
investigations  were  made  into  the  question  of  Brucella  Abortus 
which  appeared  to  be  on  the  increase  in  cattle  in  the  district.  No 
fir.m  conclusions  were  reached  as  a  result  of  specified  milk  sampling 
but  it  was  evident  that  there  was  no  danger  to  public  health.  The 
inspection  of  meat  and  food  is  one  of  those  unobstrusive  duties 
attached  to  the  department  which  is  so  vital  in  the  protection  of 
public  health. 

I  am  well  satisfied  with  the  general  standard  which  apper¬ 
tains  in  food  shop*s,  stores  and  manufactures  in  the  borough  and  I 
am  grateful  for  the  large  measure  of  co-operation  afforded  me  by 
food  traders. 

We  have,  without  doubt,  entered  an  age  of  pre-packing,  thus 
making  the  possibility  of  contamination  at  the  selling  point  quite 
remote.  At  the  same  time  such  treatment  of  foodstuffs  implies 
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that  very  great  care  must  be  taken  at  the  packing  point  to  ensure 
that  the  customer  receives  foodstuffs  free  from  possibility  of  con¬ 
tamination.  In  particular  I  would  refer  to  ice-cream,  milk  and  meat 
products  in  this  connection. 

SMOKE  ABATEMENT 

Particular  attention  was  paid  to  the  problems  associated  with 
the  atmospheric  polution  in  the  area.  Visits  were  made  to  many  of 
the  factories  in  the  district,  boiler  plants  were  examined  and  advice 
given  to  managements.  Several  statutory  notices  were  served  on 
local  factory  owners  in  regard  to  breaches  of  the  Clean  Air  Act, 
1956,  and  one  prosecution  was  taken  under  the  Dark  Smoke  (Per¬ 
mitted  Period)  Regulations  of  1958  when  a  fine  of  £25  was  imposed 
on  the  management  of  the  firm  concerned.  The  Borough  Council 
took  steps  to  implement  the  provisions  of  the  Clean  Air  Act  in 
regard  to  the  provision  of  Smoke  Control  Areas  and  gave  authority 
for  the  preparation  of  a  preliminary  report  on  the  conditions  involv¬ 
ing  some  258  houses  in  the  Farsley  area.  Approval  was  sought  from 
the  appropriate  Ministry  Department  for  this  scheme  to  go  forward 
and  to  become  operative  not  later  than  April,  1961.  This  tyne  of 
work  will  involve  the  department  in  much  extra  labour,  a  lot  of  it 
during  the  evening.  I  am  sure  that  the  ultimate  objective  of  secur¬ 
ing  Clean  Air  in  the  Borough  of  Pudsey  is  one  which  is  well  worth 
pursuing,  despite  a  certain  amount  of  local  opposition. 

I  was  elected  to  represent  non-county  boroughs  on  the 
Executive  Committee  of  the  West  Riding  Clean  Air  Council. 

REFUSE  COLLECTION  AND  DISPOSAL 

This  service  is  a  very  important  facet  of  public  health  work 
and  it  is  significant  that  only  when  such  service  is  not  giving  satis¬ 
faction  that  the  public  become  aware  of  it.  During  the  year  I  think 
it  can  be  said  without  any  doubt  that  the  department  had  given 
a  most  satisfactory  collection  service  to  the  general  public.  In 
addition  to  collecting  domestic  refuse  from  dwelling  houses  the 
department  also  removed  a  considerable  amount  of  refuse  from 
shops  and  schools.  Nevertheless  it  was  possible  to  maintain  a 
weekly  collection  throughout  the  borough.  The  job  of  dustman  or 
refuse  collector  is  not  proving  popular.  With  an  establishment  of 
27  men  a  total  number  of  54  men  were  employed  during  the  year. 
Plad  it  not  been  for  the  small  nucleous  of  reliable  workmen  who 
have  worked  in  the  department  over  a  period  of  years  the  position 
might  have  got  quite  serious.  Each  man  in  the  department  was 
provided  with  two  pairs  of  overalls,  a  donkey  jacket  and  protective 
gloves  and,  as  you  are  aware,  facilities  are  available  at  the  depot 
for  men  to  take  their  mid-day  meals. 

In  the  annual  Costing  Returns  issued  by  the  Ministry  of 
Housing  and  Local  Government  on  refuse  collection  and  disposal 
figures  the  cost  of  this  service  bears  more  than  favourable  com¬ 
parison  with  that  of  adjoining  authorities.

At  the  request  of  the  Committee  I  prepared  a  report  showing 
comparative  departmental  costs  in  the  years  1941-2  and  1957-8.  This 
report  proved  interesting  reading.  The  total  cost  of  the  service  in 
1941-2  was  £6,878.  At  that  time  the  driver  had  a  weekly  wage  of 
£3  11s.  6d.  and  the  dustman  a  weekly  wage  of  £3  7s.  7d.  In  1957-8 
the  total  cost  of  the  service  was  £16,845,  and  at  that  time  a  driver 
was  receiving  a  weekly  wage  of  £9  11s.  lOd.  and  the  dustman  one  of 
£9  4s.  2d.  In  1941-2  the  staff  of  the  department  was  25  men,  in 
1957-8  the  figure  was  27.  The  total  cost  of  the  refuse  collection  and 
disposal  service  for  last  year  amounted  to  £22,266.  The  average 
weight  per  thousand  of  population  collected  per  day  was  15.5  cwts. 
and  the  total  amount  of  refuse  disposed  of  was  10.750  tons 
(approx.).  The  cost  per  thousand  population  worked  out  at  £594. 
and  the  total  cost  per  thousand  premises  was  £1,464.  These  figures, 
if  brought  down  to  a  plain  statement  showing  the  effect  on  the 
general  public,  indicate  that  a  ratepayer  having  premises  of  a  rate¬ 
able  value  of  £10  pays  2ld.  per  week ;  with  a  rateable  value  of  £18 
he  pays  5d.  a  week  and  with  a  rateable  value  of  £30  he  pays  8§d. 
per  week,  for  this  service,  which  1  hope  you  will  agree  is  good  value. 

During  the  year  a  new  light  van  was  purchased  for  the  use 
of  the  department  and  an  18  cu.  yd.  dual  tip  diesel  refuse  collector 
was  purchased.  It  is  that  by  the  use  of  this  bigger  type  of 
vehicle  to  cater  for  the  ever  increasing  demands  of  the  public  and 
to  utilise  this  vehicle  with  extra  men  on  some  of  the  new  housing- 
estates. 

I  would  once  more  draw  your  attention  to  the  need  for  some 
consideration  to  be  given  to  the  problem  of  essential  services,  such 
as  refuse  collection,  to  new  housing  estates.  It  would  appear  that 
in  most  instances  little  regard  is  given  to  services  which  have  to 
follow  the  construction  and  tenancy  of  such  dwelling  houses.  Con¬ 
sequently  the  length  of  carry  from  the  position  of  the  bin  to  the 
vehicle  has  been  considerably  increased  in  recent  years,  thus  slow¬ 
ing  down  the  rate  of  collection  and  increasing  fatigue  in  the  work¬ 
men. 

Refuse  was  disposed  of  on  controlled  tips  at  Woodhall  Hills 
and  Smalewell  Quarries.  Furthermore,  during  the  year  a  consider¬ 
able  amount  cf  refuse  was  tipped  at  High  Owlcotes  Farm,  Pudsey, 
at  the  request  of  the  farmer.  A  very  uneven  site  was  levelled  out 
and  grassed  over  to  provide  additional  pasturage. 

With  the  increasing  building  developments  in  the  Borough 
available  tipping  space  is  becoming  very  scarce  and  there  is  Hite 
doubt  that  the  problem  of  refuse  disposal  will  have  to  be  seriously 
faced  up  to  within  the  next  few  years.  Meanwhile  efforts  are  being 
made  to  acquire  suitable  tipping  sites.  As  a  long  term  project  there 
is  little  doubt  that  the  provision  of  an  adequate  refuse  disposal 
plant  with  incineration,  separation  and  disposal  facilities  will  have 
to  be  considered. 

During  the  summer  months  a  five  day  week  was  put  into 
operation.  In  the  first  stage  this  was  done  for  a  trial  period  in  order 
that  I  could  be  satisfied  that  the  service  could  operate  as  efficiently 
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on  a  5  day  week  as  one  of  5^  days.  I  was  quite  satisfied,  an$  indeed, 
pleased,  with  the  reaction  of  the  workmen  and  the  results  show 
that  there  was  no  reduction  in  refuse  collection  as  a  result  of  this 
innovation.  It  is,  therefore,  proposed  to  continue  the  policy  of 
operating  a  five  day  week  during  the  summer  months  in  future 
years. 

The  collection  of  salvage,  particularly  waste  paper,  con¬ 
tinued  to  be  an  important  part  of  the  department’s  work,  this 
section  brought  in  a  total  income  of  £3,483,  equivalent  to  a  rate  of 
3-l/3rd  of  a  penny  in  the  pound.  Of  this  total  some  490  tons  of 
waste  paper  realised  £3,445. 

One  of  the  most  unpleasant  jobs  which  the  workmen  in  the 
department  have  to  carry  out  is  the  weekly  emptying  and  cleansing 
of  pail  closets  in  the  Borough.  I  am  happy  to  say  that  there  are 
now  no  privy  middens  and  the  74  pail  closets  which  are  in  use 
are  in  areas  not  provided  with  sewerag'e  facilities  or  are  used  in 
connection  with  dwelling  houses  in  the  Council’s  slum  clearance 
programme.  A  special  vehicle  and  container  is  used  for  this  purpose 
and  disposal  is  effected  at  the  Corporation’s  Sewage  Disposal 
Works. 

PUBLIC  CONVENIENCES 

The  department  was  responsible  for  the  repair,  maintenance 
and  cleansing  of  public  conveniences  in  the  Borough.  I  had  to 
report  to  the  Committee  on  several  occasions  regarding  the  vandal¬ 
ism  and  misuse  of  the  conveniences.  Hardly  a  week  passed  without 
some  report  being  given  to  me  of  wanton  damage  and  I  find  it  very 
hard  to  understand  the  mentality  of  those  people  who  are  respons¬ 
ible  for  this  damage.  Nevertheless  all  conveniences  were  cleansed 
three  times  per  week  and  a  daily  visit  was  made  to  each  one  to 
check  its  condition. 

PETROLEUM  ACTS  AND  REGULATIONS 

With  the  co-operation  of  the  West  Riding  County  Fire  Ser¬ 
vice  it  was  possible  to  inspect  all  licensed  premises  during  the  year 
and  all  were  brought  into  compliance  with  the  provisions  of  these 
Acts  and  Regulations.  I  have  referred  in  previous  years  to  the 
necessity  for  re-testing  and  re-examination  of  existing  tanks,  tanks 
which  have  been  in  continuous  use  on  the  same  site  for  periods  of 
over  twenty  years.  So  far  it  has  been  impossible,  due  to  staff  diffi¬ 
culties,  to  carry  out  this  procedure. 

FACTORIES  ACTS 

The  department  is  responsible  for  the  inspection  of  all  non¬ 
mechanical  factories  to  ensure  compliance  in  full  with  the  provisions 
of  the  Acts.  Furthermore,  the  department  is  responsible  for  the 
inspection  of  factories  as  to  means  of  escape  in  case  of  fire  and  for 
the  preparation  of  certificates  for  issue  in  that  connection.  Most 
of  the  factories  were  visited  in  this  respect  and  I  am  satisfied  that 
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the  duties  were  fully  covered.  During  the  year  it  was  apparent  that 
under  the  provision  of  the  new  Factories  Act  of  1959  that  the  res¬ 
ponsibility  for  the  inspection  of  factories  as  to  means  of  escape  in 
case  of  fire  would  be  transferred  to  the  County  authority.  I  feel 
that  this  is  another  instance  where  local  authorities  are  being 
stripped  of  responsibilities  which  they  have  accepted  over  a  period 
of  many  years  and  there  can  be  no  excuse  for  this  transfer  so  far 
as  the  Borough  of  Pudsey  is  concerned.  As  can  be  seen  from  the 
statistical  report  and  from  previous  reports,  all  factories  have  been 
regularly  inspected  and  certificates  kept  up  to  date  in  regard  to  this 
particular  matter. 

RODENT  CONTROL 

I  can  once  more  report  that  the  duties  with  which  the 
department  are  concerned  have  been  fully  covered  in  this  respect. 
The  problem  of  rat  and  mice  infestation  in  the  Borough  is  not  a 
serious  one  and  I  am  satisfied  that  this  happy  position  is  largely 
due  to  the  fact  that  immediate  action  is  taken  on  receipt  of  a  com¬ 
plaint  from  the  public.  Steps  are  taken  not  only  to  eradicate  rats 
and  mice  but  also  to  prevent  reinfestation  of  properties.  The  fact 
that  the  public  know  that  a  free  service  is  available  so  far  as  domes¬ 
tic  premises  is  concerned  is  a  considerable  help  in  early  treatment, 
thus  preventing  major  infestations.  The  department  continued  to 
give  the  same  service  at  a  nominal  charge  to  business  premises  in 
the  district. 

DISEASES  OF  ANIMALS 

This  service  was  administered  in  co-operation  with  the  West 
Riding  County  Police  and  I  am  happy  to  report  that  there  was  no 
significant  outbreak  during  the  year,  although  the  Borough  was 
included  in  a  restricted  area  under  the  Foot  and  Mouth  Disease 
regulations. 

I  welcome  the  opportunity  of  giving  my  sincere  thanks  to 
the  Chairman  and  members  of  the  Committee  for  their  great 
interest  in  public  health  administration,  and  for  their  sympathetic 
understanding  of  the  problems  involved  in  this  work.

The  staff  of  the  section  varied  in  numbers  and  as  previously 
referred  to  difficulties  have  been  experienced  in  obtaining*  suitable 
labour.  The  staff  is  normally  made  up  of  one  General  Foreman, 
one  Assistant  Foreman,  five  chargehands,  six  drivers,  eleven 
dustmen,  two  salvage  workers,  one  tipman  and  one  bulldozer 
driver. 

The  number  of  vehicles  comprises  one  diesel  collector  ,18  cu. 
yds.,  two  Karrier  “Gamecock”  and  three  C.K.3  collectors  (10  cu. 
yds.  capacity),  one  Karrier  Bantam  (7  cu.  yds.  capacity),  one 
Commer  Van  and  one  Fordson  Major  tractor. 

During  the  year  638,631  dustbins  and  3,783  privy  middens  and 
pail  closets  were  emptied  at  a  total  cost  of  approximately  ±15,480. 

The  department  was  responsible  for  collecting  refuse  from 
12,207  dwellinghouses  and  800  other  premises,  making  a  grand  total 
of  13,007  premises  approximately. 

In  connection  therewith  refuse  is  removed  from  approximately 
13,007  dustbins  and  76  cesspools  and  pail  closets  .

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Sewage  Disposal  Works:  The  first  phase  of  the  scheme  for  the 
reconstruction  of  Smalewelf  Sewage  Works  was  completed  in 
December.  This  consists  of  seven  new  sludge  drying  beds  construc¬ 
ted  with  brick  walls  and  concrete  base  together  with  new  sludge 
pumps  and  pump  house  and  the  necessary  rising  mains,  under¬ 
drains  and  connecting  drains  etc. 

Sludge  drying  at  Smalewell  has  always  been  a  problem  but  the 
new  beds  are  operating  most  satisfactorily  and  drainage  and  drying 
is  now  extremely  rapid.

2.  Domiciliary  Midwifery

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3.  Institutional  Confinements 

All  applications  for  Regional  Hospital  Board  maternity 
accommodation  for  expectant  mothers  in  this  Division  are  made 
by  the  ante-natal  clinic  or  the  patient’s  own  doctor,  to  the  Ilkley 
and  Otley  Hospital  Management  Committee,  and  accommodation 
is  booked  in  one  or  other  of  the  following  General  Practitioner 
Maternity  Units  according  to  the  wishes  of  the  patient : 

Four  Gables  Maternity  Home,  Horsforth  ...  20  beds 

The  General  Hospital,  Otley  ...  . 22  beds 

St.  Winifred’s  Maternity  Home,  Ilkley  .  12  beds 

At  each  of  these  units  it  is  possible  for  the  patient’s  own 
doctor  to  attend  the  confinement  if  desired. 

Prior  notice  of  the  discharge  of  maternity  cases  from  the 
Maternity  Units  under  the  control  of  the  Ilkley  and  Otley  Hospital 
Management  Committee  is  sent  direct  to  the  Divisional  Public 
Health  Office,  thus  enabling  immediate  follow  up  by  the  midwife 
or  the  health  visitor,  as  appropriate,  to  be  arranged. 

4.  Ante-Natal  and  Post-Natal  Clinics 

Prior  to  the  inception  of  the  National  Health  Service  ante¬ 
natal  care  was  mainly  provided  at  the  ante-natal  clinics  of 
local  authorities.  Now  an  increasing  number  of  general  practi¬ 
tioners  are  providing  ante-natal  care  for  their  booked  patients 
under  the  Maternity  Medical  Service  of  the  National  Health  Ser¬ 
vice  Act  and  more  women  are  seeking  a  bed  in  hospital.

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5.  Ante- Natal  Relaxation  Exercise  Clinics 

These  clinics,  by  teaching  the  mother  the  functions  of  labour 
pains  and  the  course  of  labour,  by  teaching  her  relaxation;  and  pre¬ 
paring  her  for  labour  by  a  course  of  ante-natal  exercises,  can  do 
much  to  help  her  to  approach  her  confinement  with  understanding 
and  confidence.

6,  Dental  Treatment  for  Expectant  Mothers 

Facilities  are  available  for  expectant  and  nursirg  mothers  to 
receive  priority  dental  treatment  through  the  County  Council’s 
Scheme  either  at  the  County  Dental  Clinic,  Richardshaw  Lane, 
Pudsey,  or  from  their  own  dentist.  The  services  of  a  private  dental 
practitioner  can,  however,  only  be  utilised  under  the  scheme  when 
it  is  not  reasonable  to  expect  the  patient  to  attend  a  County  Dental 
Clinic.  Under  the  scheme  all  treatment,  including  the  provision  of 
dentures,  is  entirely  free.  Dental  treatment  for  nursing  mothers 
under  the  County  Scheme  extends  up  to  12  months  after  con- 
finement.

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2.  Premature  Infants 

Special  equipment  for  use  in  the  nursing  of  premature  babies 
at  home  is  stationed  at  the  Pudsey  (Westroyd,  Farsley)  Ambulance 
Depot  and  at  Otley  General  Hospital  from  which  it  can  be  delivered 
to  a  home  at  any  time  day  or  night,  at  the  request  of  a  doctor  or  mid¬ 
wife.  Miss  Gibson  &  Miss  Goodison,  relief  midwives,  have  attended  a 
special  course  of  instruction  in  the  care  of  premature  babies  at  the 
Sorrento  Maternity  Home,  Birmingham,  and  arrangements  have 
been  made  for  them  to  be  notified  of  all  premature  births  in  order 
that  they  can  advise  and  assist  the  domiciliary  midwives  as  to  their 
care. 

Provision  is  made  on  the  notification  of  birth  card  for  the 
birth  weight  of  the  infant  to  be  stated,  and  if  it  is  5-Jlbs.  or  less,  the 
infant  is  considered  to  be  premature. 

There  were  81  premature  babies  born  alive  during  the  year, 
of  which  71  survived  over  28  days,  giving  a  survival  rate  of  88%  for 
the  Division,  compared  with  89  per  cent  in  1958. 

Particulars  of  survival  are  shown  in  the  following  table : — 
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PREMATURE  BABIES  BORN  DURING  1959  TO  MOTHERS  NORMALLY  RESIDENT  IN  THE  DIVISION 
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3.  Care  of  the  Unmarried  Mother  and  her  Child. 

The  Health  Visitors  visit  all  unmarried  mothers  and  their 
children  who  come  to  the  notice  of  the  Health  Department  to  give 
any  necessary  help  and  advice.  Effective  co-operation  exists  be¬ 
tween  the  Divisional  Public  Health  Office  and  the  various  statutory 
and  voluntary  bodies  who  may  be  concerned  in  dealing  with  the 
many  social  problems  which  these  cases  frequently  present. 

The  County  Council  accept  financial  responsibility  within 
prescribed  limits  for  unmarried  mothers  admitted  to  Homes  estab¬ 
lished  for  their  care  by  voluntary  bodies  or  other  authorities,  as  the 
authority  itself  has  no  such  provision.

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HEALTH  VISITING 

Prior  to  1946  the  health  visitor  was  concerned  mainly  with 
the  welfare  of  mothers  and  young  children  under  five  years,  and 
although  this  still  continues  to  be  an  important  part  of  her  work, 
she  is  now  also  concerned,  as  health  teacher  and  family  adviser, 
with  the  promotion  of  health  within  the  whole  family.  This  exten¬ 
sion  of  her  work  is  reflected  in  the  number  of  other  visits  made  by 
the  health  visitors. 

During  the  year  practical  work  was  arranged  in  the  Division 
for  health  visitor  students,  who  were  taking  the  course  of  training, 
arranged  jointly  by  Local  Health  Authorities  and  the  University  of 
Leeds,  for  the  Health  Visitors’  Certificate.

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HOME  NURSING 

The  work  undertaken  by  the  Home  Nursing-  Service  con¬ 
tinues  to  be  very  heavy.  The  Service  has,  however,  by  enabling 
more  patients  to  be  nursed  at  home  and  by  making  possible  the 
early  discharge  of  patients  from  hospitals,  fulfilled  an  urgent  need 
by  relieving  the  pressure  on  hospital  accommodation. 

The  number  of  cases  attended  during  the  year  was  2,379. 

The  practice  whereby  extensive  use  is  made  of  the  home 
nurses  by  general  practitioners  for  the  giving  of  injections  is 
increasing,  and  16,965  visits  were  made  by  the  nurses  for  this  pur¬ 
pose  only. 

Very  close  and  effective  liaison  is  maintained  with  general 
practitioners  and  the  various  hospitals  in  relation  to  this  service. 

Each  nurse  has  under  her  care  articles  of  equipment  for  loan 
to  patients  who  are  being  nursed  at  home.  Large  articles  of  equip¬ 
ment  such  as  wheel  chairs,  etc.,  are  stored  at  the  Divisional  Public 
Health  Office,  and  are  available  for  loan  to  patients  as  required.

MENTAL  HEALTH  SERVICE 

The  County  Council  Mental  Health  Social  Worker  undertakes 
duties  in  connection  with  the  supervision  and  training  of  mentally 
defective  persons  in  the  Division,  who  are  under  statutory  supervi¬ 
sion,  guardianship  or  on  licence  from  Institutions.  She  is  also  con¬ 
cerned  with  the  after-care  of  persons  discharged  from  Mental 
Hospitals  and  is  now  working  in  co-operation  with  the  Social  Thera¬ 
pists  at  Scalebor  Park  Hospital  in  reg'ard  to  the  after-care  of  patients 
discharged  from  that  hospital.  Mental  Health  care  and  after-care 
cases  are  sometimes  referred  by  general  medical  practitioners  and 
by  the  National  Assistance  Board.  Miss  P.  M.  Conway,  Mental 
Health  Social  Worker,  works  full-time  in  the  Division. 

The  local  Ministry  of  Labour  officials  and  Youth  Employ¬ 
ment  officers  have  been  helpful  with  regard  to  the  employment 
problems  of  mer.  tally  ill  or  defective  persons. 

The  interchange  of  information  between  Health  Visitors  and 
the  Mental  Health  Social  Worker  has  proved  to  be  very  useful, 
while  close  co-operation  with  the  Duly  Authorised  Officers  has  been 
of  mutual  advantage  in  cases  where  action  under  the  Lunacy  and 
Mental  Treatment  Acts  was  necessary. 

A  Home  Teacher  undertakes  the  training  of  defectives  in 
their  own  homes. 

The  Duly  Authorised  Officers  whose  duty  it  is  to  take  initial 
proceedings  for  the  care  and  treatment  of  persons  of  unsound 
mind  under  the  Lunacy  and  Mental  Treatment  Acts,  are  Mr.  J. 
Rollisson  and  Mr.  R.  Aspinall,  Divisional  Welfare  Office,  39,  Kirk- 
gate,  Shipley. 
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HORSFORTH  OCCUPATION  CENTRE,  1959 

This  year  is  the  second  year  of  the  Centre's  activity.  The 
high  standard  of  its  function  has  been  maintained  in  its  different 
spheres.  There  has  been  encouragement  from  continued  improve¬ 
ment  in  individual  cases,  and  the  activities  of  these  handicapped 
children  as  a  group  have  achieved  the  formation  of  something  in 
the  nature  of  a  community,  in  which  individual  children  have  a 
sense  of  ‘belonging’. 

The  attendance  on  the  whole  has  continued  to  be  good, 
although  the  Centre  was  closed  for  a  week  early  in  the  year  due  to 
sickness  of  the  staff. 

A  public  meeting  was  held  in  Otley  in  mid-April  with  the 
object  of  encouraging  a  wider  interest  in  the  welfare  and  training 
of  mental  defectives,  talks  being  given  by  the  Centre  Supervisor 
and  by  the  Divisional  Medical  Officer.  A  sound  film  entitled 
“Towards  a  Happier  Life”  was  shown,  this  having  been  hired  from 
Leeds  Mental  Health  Committee,  whose  production  it  was.  There 
was  a  most  encouraging  attendance  of  about  a  hundred  people. 

A  Scout  Group  has  been  formed  under  the  leadership  of  the 
husband  of  a  member  of  the  staff,  a  Queen’s  Scout,  who  is  also  a 
member  of  Leeds  City  Police  Force,  who  has  the  assistance  of  a 
Senior  Rover  Scout  resident  in  Horsforth. 

Varius  items  of  useful  equipment  have  been  acquired  by  the 
Centre  having  been  worked  for  either  by  members  of  the  staff,  or 
received  as  gifts  from  sincerely  interested  parties.  The  tape 
recorder  has  well  confirmed  its  anticipated  usefulness,  both  in 
speech  training  and  as  a  means  of  recording  in  sound  events  at  the 
Centre.  The  visual  recording  of  events  at  the  Centre  was  made 
possible  by  the  provision  of  a  cine  camera  from  funds  raised  by  a 
£arty  organised  by  the  Wharfedale  Association  of  Referees  and 
Ilkley  Footballers  and  has  provided  a  valuable  aid.  Interested  ladies 
in  Burley-in-Wharfedale  gave  a  number  of  dressed  dolls. 

There  have  been  several  visits  to  the  Centre  during  the  year, 
some  by  people  not  directly  connected,  others  by  professional  staff 
of  the  County  Council. 

Activities  outside  the  Centre  included  an  exhibit  of  work 
done  at  the  Centre  as  a  separate  section  of  the  Exhibition  of  Arts 
and.

TUBERCULOSIS 

There  has  been  close  co-operation  between  the  Chest  Physicians 
and  the  Health  Department.  Under  the  agreement  reached  between 
the  Leeds  Regional  Hospital  Board  and  the  County  Council  the 
Chest  Physicians  employed  full-time  by  the  Board  undertake  on 
behalf  of  the  County  Council  certain  specified  duties  in  relation  to 
the  care,  after-care  and  prevention  of  tuberculosis. 

Tuberculosis  patients  in  the  division  are  visited  by  the  Health 
Visitor  for  the  area  in  which  they  reside. 

Sixty-five  tuberculosis  patients  were  receiving  free  extra 
nourishment  at  the  end  of  the  year. 

B.C.G.  Vaccination — Contacts 

Sixty-five  contacts  of  known  cases  of  tuberculosis  in  the 
Division  were  vaccinated  by  the  Chest  Physicians  on  behalf  of  the 
County  Council  during  the  year.

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YOUTH  EMPLOYMENT  SERVICE 

Very  close  co-operation  is  maintained  with  the  Youth 
Employment  Officers  regarding  children  leaving  school  who  are 
medically  unfit  to  follow  certain  types  of  occupation.  When  neces¬ 
sary  arrangements  are  made  for  the  School  Medical  Officer  and 
Paediatrician  to  be  present  at  the  Youth  Employment  Officer’s 
interviews  with  the  parents  of  these  children. 

EMPLOYMENT  OF  CHILDREN 

The  County  Council’s  Byelaws  require  that  where  a  child  of 
compulsory  school  ap'e  is  employed,  there  shall  within  14  days 
from  the  date  when  the  employment  began  be  produced  to  and 
endorsed  by  the  employer  a  certificate  from  the  School  Medical 
Officer  that  such  employment  will  not  be  prejudicial  to  his  health 
or  physical  development  and  will  not  render  him  unfit  to  obtain 
proper  benefit  from  his  education.  210  children  were  medically 
examined  for  this  purpose  during  the  year,  as  compared  with 
136  in  1958. 

29  children  were  also  examined  as  to  their  fitness  to  take 
part  in  entertainments  under  the  provisions  of  the  Children  and 
Young  Persons  Act,  1933.
